Hargarat narrowly escaped Capital through the daring 
aid of her retainers on the day Strephon was 
assassinated. Sine* that t is*, aha assembled a base of 
power rooted at Anaxias (Delphi 0724 A2S3A85-D). Her 
faction lacked the early blessing of a strong navy tinea 
by the time she reached har estates, tha aactor fleet* 
of both Dal phi and Hassilia vara already aoving to 
asseable for action against Dull nor. 

Fortunately, har plans call littla for military 
enterprising. Hargarat is quit a capabla in matters of 
econoaic aa n a g eaent and r alias haavily on that talent. 
Instead of allowing har rag ion to be helplessly caught 
up in tha turbulent tidas of war, aha is turning thair 
thoughts to ragional prosparity. Uhila othar factions 
ara trying to win tha haarts and Hinds of taper ial 
citizens with insubstantial rhetoric, Hargarat has tha 
vary real exaaple of har own worlds to point to. "Here 
is stability and security, follow me, and this too can 
ba yours. " 

C oaa ending both dapots of Dalphi aactor, Hargarat in 
fact possassas a sizable nuabar of naval ships, although 
aged or obsolata. These ara augmented by not a faw lata 
modal vassals whosa craw dafactad to har causa. 
However, har fleets ara governed by a strict and wall 
advartisad policy of not entering offansiva action. 
Thair mission is to count ar out si da threats to worlds 
loyal to har, and to patrol thair star lanes. 

Tukara Linas - 

Tha policy of non-aggression doas not rastrain har 
from involvements out si da of har immadiata sphere of 
influanca. Una such is har Recruitment and Relocation 
Program. Sine a early in tha Raballion, many laft 
Lucan' s Imparium to reside among tha worlds governed by 
Hargarat. She sat out to encourage this by enlisting 
tha aid of tha Vaaana, Tukara Linas v covart branch, and 
bagan a deliberate saarch for nobleaen, of Hears, and 
people of appreciable talant so as to iibarata tham from 
Luc an* s control. 9ha makas littla usa of tha Vaaana 
otherwise, although har husband, Count Blaine Trulla 
Tukara directs other covert operations in har interest. 

Count Blaina is tha youngest of thraa brothers in 
control of Tukara Linas. His responsibilities extended 
to tha riavard portion of tha Imparium before tha 
Raballion, Tha middle br othar, Count Aidan, was in 
charge of spinward activities (Corridor and beyond) . 
Count Huusag, tha aldast, controllad all tha rast from 
Capital* Tha Raballion, however, brought aconomic 
crisis to Tukara Linas. Expecting tha worst and 
applying forasight, Blaina managad a coup against Huusag 
swinging a good many divisions and corporata resources 
under his control, most notably tha Veaene. 

Tukara, under Count Bleine 9 is also tha sponsor of 
many privateers* Hargarat c o mm on ly issuas 1 at tars of 
marque for such oparations in Solomani tarritory, but 
nona for within what is nominally under Imperial 
control. Still, tha disruption of trada and commerce of 
opposing factions is an af fective strategy, so is laft 
to Tukara in tha name of thair own intarasts. 



Humanitarian Oparations - 

Har humanitarian programs to othar sactors ara no 

small part of har campaign to bacoma Empress. These 

activitias bring har both favorafala attention and 



damonstrata tha prosparity of har Stronghold to areas 
out si da har sphara of control. Tha most famous of thasa 
is a foundation sha astablishad aarly in 1117 callad tha 
Curator Corps* Small flaats wara placed on loan, 
transfarrad to that neutral authority. to tn-ing raliaf to 
tha areas of Zarushagar and Dagudashaag seriously 
damaged by clashes between Lucan and Dulinor. Tha 
missions conductad by tha Curator Corps range from tha 
transfer of disaster raliaf supplies to reestablishing 
order on a world aflame with nuclear firestorms. 

Blue Wing Squadrons - 

Hargarat has won admirers throughout tha Imparium if 
only for har beauty and stately manner. An attitude of 
gallantry is irmpired among those in har service. In 
many areas, it is vary much tha custom to 'defend her 
honor", be it in verbal argument or in battle. When the 
Order of the Blue feather was astablishad in 1117, being 
a knighthood dedicated to the Hargarat 's values and 
objectives, it incorporated a code of conduct 
reminiscent of aarly European chivalry. 

Contrary to general policy set down through 
Hargarat 9 s government, though, many of these new knights 
desired aggressive battle in har name, carrying tha 
fight into the areas controllad by Lucan and Dulinor. 
funded by various private sources, they assembled 
several independent squadrons and sat off on harassment 
missions. They became known in the general press as 
Blue Wing squadrons and figured prominently in 
contemporary romantic dramas. 

Hany of these squadrons ware formed from ships and 
crewmen having coma to Margaret's Stronghold from other 
parts of the Imparium. A knight of tha Blue feather 
would organize those from a specific region, and lead 
tham back into the territory from whence they came. 
Once abroad, these squadrons often found pockets of 
supporters for Hargarat. These served as bases of 
operation, allowing " the Blue Wings to remain outside of 
Hargarat 9 s Stronghold indafinitely. Soma squadrons hava 
also turned to a limited form of piracy, intended 
primarily as a means supporting the squadron rather than 
to disrupt trade and commarca. 

Although the Blue Wings are entirely apart of tha 
command structure of Hargarat 9 s Stronghold, critics 
often ignore tha separation. There ara also repeated 
calls from many of har supporters that she order the 
Blue Wings to disband or otherwise condemn them. Their 
activitias run contrary to har. policy of non-aggressi oh 
and further fuel the destructive fighting. At tha same 
time, however, other supporters point out that the 
squadrons make people aware that Hargarat remains an 
alternative to Lucan and Dulinor. Their influence is 
much broader than har humanitarian efforts, and their 
daring exploits have attracted many more to HargareVs 
cause. 



VOYAGES

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The controversy over the Blue Nings is ongoing within 
the 8tronghold. Hargaret'* policy toward them is 
neither to encourage nor dissuade them, end she seems 
unlikely to veer from this stand. 

Criticisms - 

Hargaret has many detractors, even among those not 
favoring another major faction, they often accuse her 
of being so well insulated in her island of civilization 
that she has little grasp of the reality outside, the 
directives she issues to her subjects are sound in 
theory, but unrealistic in practice. They work only 
because the desperation of those swearing fealty to her 
to avoid a Long Night* 

It is rare for Hargaret to tour her worlds, 
preferring to remain at the administrative hub on 
Anaxias. Its more common for her to summon noblemen to 
visit her in the Magnificent surroundings of the ducal 
palace. Critics have dubbed it "Ivory Tower". The name 
has carried over into general usage, but the negative 
connotations are dinr^Qmrdtd. 

Another point of criticism is that she is seen as 
excessively ceremonious. She enjoys the glitter of 
banquets and balls, most especially if she is the center 
of attention. This has further fueled claims that she 
lacks a true appreciation of the toil involved in 
mai ntai n Hargaret 9 s St ronghol d • 

None the less, Hargaret 's policies have resulted in 
continued success, demonstrating that her rule is 
beneficial. 

A source of much scandal for Hargaret was her 
involvements in the illegal trade of androids among star 
systems in Hassilia. After her mother died in 1099, the 
young noblewoman moved from Capital to manage the 
estates she inherited on Anaxias and c o mm er cial holdings 
in Hassilia. She was allegedly approached by Imperial 
Seneering, LIC seeking a grant for the production of 
androids. The news of IS's misconduct broke in 1102* 
It was confirmed that some of the funding came fro* 
Hargaret 9 s investments, and there was evidence that she 
had full knowledge that 16 was transporting androids for 
resale to other worlds. However, Hargaret* s father had 
died that same year and she was summoned back to Capital 
before charges were brought against her. Although the 
incident is closed, other factions, particular Dull nor, 
have accused her of "encouraging a thriving slave trade" 
in Hassilia. 

Yet another source of criticism comes from a growing 
"cyborg underground". In Imperial society, the union of 
computerized electro me chanical components with a human 
being Is thought of as vulgar. People with a high 
enough percentage of artificial body parts are regarded 
as something less than human, and referred to as 
cyborgs. Under Margaret's leadership, the prejudice 
against such individuals is particular strong in Delphi 
and Hassilia where cyborgs often find themselves 
rejected by society. 

Cyborgs, many of whom became such through no fault of 
their own, are naturally embittered by the injustice, 
frequently to the point of taking vengeful action 
against society and becoming criminal. The Society For 
Cybernetic Peoples was formed in 1110 with the intent of 
trying to change public opinion. Unfortunately, having 
brought together the more violent members for the first 
time, militant cyborg factions formed that started a 
growing cycle of cyborg hatred. Isolated acts of 
terrorism brought reprisals affecting all cyborgs, which 
inspired further acts of terrorism by more cyborgs. 

By 1117, cyborg terrorism had become a serious 
problem among Margaret's worlds. Since many cyborgs 
were medically discharged from military service, they 
were often very ski 1 1 ed in combat , and thus very 
dangerous. Norse, they are well organized under a 
cyborg leader named "Id". The original identity of Id 



is secret, but ' he is described as a human brain 
installed into a powerful, contoured robotic body. His 
whereabouts is unknown as he is always on the move with 
his growing pirate fleet in Hassilia sector. 

Friends and Enemies - 

Hargaret vocally opposes both Lucan and Dull nor for 
their villainous acts that put them in power. They are 
likewise opposed to her, and have made attempts to 
eliminate her through assassination. 

Her sympathies very much favor the Brothers of 
^rimn* She often lends them support although no formal 
alliances are established. Neither do they 
automatically extend friendship to Hargaret in return as 
elements within this group may support different 
factions. 

Brzk similarly opposes Lucan and Dull nor, which is 
cause for some goodwill from Hargaret. But since both 
are contenders for the Throne, no permanent friendship 
exists. 

The Federation of Daibei is on friendly terms with 
Hargaret by default. It has two established enemies, 
Lucan and the Solomani. Because Hargaret is also 
defending Imperial territory against the Solomani, she 
is considered a friend. 

Substantial goodwill exists between Hargaret and many 
Imperial megacorporations. Beside Tukera Lines, 
Zirunkariish and General Products, LIC have a 
particularly strong presence in Hergaret's Stronghold.

Tiffany Stars the Imperial Sunburst emblem overlayed 
with dark fissures. This was used as the insignia of 
many rallying to the cause of Princess Hargaret for its 
simplicity in altering from the standard Imperial 
emblem. By 1120, all those allied to her converted to 
the Flying Grace d^mign r but nonpartisan use of the 
Tiffany Star continued on throughout the Imperium as 
warning of the fr ag m en ting empire. 

The design was taken from a tiffany glass pendant she 
frequently wore. The same pendant was recorded as 
having been worn by Hargaret I during her reign, but its 
origin was traced back to Terra when it was 
reincorporated into the Imperium in 588. During a 
widely celebrated winter holiday of that year, several 
such pendants were circulated as novelty items. A 
Terran company imported stained glass from many worlds 
in the Imperium, and hand made them into the design of 
the Imperial Sunburst, each one unique. 

The Tiffany Star is often noted for its uncanny 
accuracy in depicting the divisions in the Imperium 
resulting from the Rebellion. 
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
